“Gen. Cope confirmed this on his 
return the mext day. [ then apoke 
to you, and you directed Me to con- 
sult with and act under his orders.

It also was estab ed that 
all of the members ef the Cabinet ap- 
proved of the course taken, but 
only Mr. Lane, who has resigned, 
and Mr. Redfield, who is out of the 
Cabinet, have admitted their in- 
dorsement of Mr. Lansing’s action. 

It ig doubted generally that Mr. 
Wilson will proceed to satisfy the 
World by giving a bill of particulars 
of Mr. Lansing’s alleged usurpations, 
but some of the grounds for execu- 
tive ire may become known eventu- 
ally, for the President is determined 
te undo the acts of his late premier 
in so far as possible.

There is a widespread opinion 
that Congress ought to provide with- 
out delay for the Vice-Presidential

ability of the President and for 
determining such inability. 

Senator Sherman of Illinois is the 
author of a bill now pending in the 
Senate providing procedure for .in- 
vesting the Vice-President with Ex- 
ecutive authority, and he said to- 
Gay that he intends to seek early 
consideration of the measure. Hith- 
erto, however, the Republicans have 
been loath to make this move, con- 
tending that in the case of the situ- 
ation produced by Mr. Wilson's in- 
firmities legisiation pro ‘ding for the 
temporary succession of the Vice- 
President should be proposed by the 
Democrats. in order to forestall ac- 
cusations of partisanship. 

MOORE INCIDENT KECALLED. 

The resignation of Mr. Lansing 
has directed attention anew to the 
fact that John Bassett Moore, Amer- 
ica's foremost authority on interna- 
tional law, resigned as counselor of 
the State Department because he 
could not tolerate the mishandling 
of foreign affairs by the administra- 
tion. Admiral Fiske said in his re- 
cent book: 

“My great source of comfort when 
I was unusually confused was John 
Bassett Moore, then counselor of the 
State Department, wyo occupied a 
position in the State Department 
analogous to mine in the Na- 
vy Department. I think | was a 
source of comfort to him also, be- 
cause sometimes he would say to 
me, ‘Now, Admiral, isn't it awful’? 
Now, if you think about it, isn't it 
really awful?’ I would tell him that 
I thought it was awful, and my as- 
evrance that it was awful seemed to 
comfort him. He was the gresgtest 
authority in the United States, and 
almost in the world, on interna- 
tional law. 

“I was brought almost daily into 
conferences with Lansing as to the 
mutual and co-ordinate actions of 
the State and Navy departments, I 
had admired Mr. Moore to much 
that I was unprepared to find in 
Mr. Lansing, inetead of an inferior 
person, a man of great ability, per- 
fect courage and strict integrity.” 

Commenting on the Lansing in- 
cident, the Republican Publicity As- 
sociation says: 

“If this were merely a personal 
coatroversy between the President 
and the Secretary, the public could 
look on With amusement. But it 
means more than that. It means 
that the processes of governmeént, 
the performance of public duties, 
the execution of the laws must 
await the personal convenience of 
one man. It means that when indi- 
viduals or corporations hate im- 
portant business with any depart- 
ment of the government they can- 
not depend upon prompt attention 
to that business for the reasons that 
questions of —- must first be 
passed upon by President Wilson 
himeelf. And when President Wil- 
son is known to be seriously ill and 
incapacitated for performance of 
active duty, it means that the pub- 
lic business must be delayed for sev- 
eral months.”

Senator Moses expressed the doubt 
that Republicans would permit the 
Commoner to dominate their party 
to the same extent as the Democrats 
and added: 

“Personally I would be delighted 
with the idea of comparing the rec- 
ord of Col. Jiryan, as a military 
genius, a perpetual candidate for the 
White House, an inventor of politi- 
cal nostrums and a Secretary of 
State who left his chief at one of 
the most critical hours of our na- 
tional history, with that of Leon- 
ard Wood in Cuba, in the Philip- 
pines and tn the difficult situations 
he hae handled so well in this 
country.

University 
Glowing Eulogy. * 


Pomona College Reception 
Brings Out Crowd. 


Declaring that he is not a member 
of any “Hoover-for-President™ 
club, but that he sees no reason 
why he should withhold unqualified 
praise from Herbert Hoover as one 
of the highest types of the poor 
young man who worked his way 
through college to success, Presi- 
dent David P. Barrows of the Uni- 
versity of California delivered an 
eulogy of his friends at a reception,

YEAR OF REVOLUTION. 

Both in and out of Germany there is 
much discussion as to the results of the 
first year of revolution in that country. The 
opinion is generally expressed that one of 
the most striking things is that most Ger- 
mans continue blind to the fact that the 
old order has gone and cannot come back. 
One writer says that the middle classes 
hope and the ‘Social Democrats fear that 
after a short period everything will be as 
it was before the might of Germany's mill- 
tary power was shattered. As was only 
to be expected, the results of the revolution 
heave not been up to expectations. They 

,. mever are in one year. The people looked 
for too much. The chief benefit which has

It is also worthy of note that the soviet 
system has made little progress in Ger 
many during the fifteen months since the 
ex-Kaliser fied from his beaten army and 
became a fugitive in Holland. The -“com- 
mon people” have shown no friendship to- 
ward the Russian system. There does not 
seem much fear that Bolshevism will make 


headway in Germany after peace is made 
with the Reds. The Teutons would sooner 
have their Willies back than men of the 
Lenine and Trotzky stripe. The present 
form of government is still “weak on its 
pins.” How long it will continue to prevat! 
one cannot say. RM is certain, however, 
that there can be no change without biood- 
shed. Many Germans undoubtedly would 
like to see the monarchy restored: but the 
Social Democrats who made the revolution 
tm 1918 will bave to be wiped out first. The 
royalists know that and are not prepared 
to plunge their country into civil war for 
the sake of either the ex-Kaiser or the 
former Crown Prince,

FFECTS OF LANSING RESIGNATION. 
Secretary Lansing’s spectacular retire- 
ment from the Cabinet, together with an 
open defense of his course by Secretary 
Lane, has served to demoralize the al- 
ready disorganized Democratic forces At 
the very beginning of a national campaign. 
President Wilson has split his own follow- 
ing. He has hit hardest the conservaéive 
elements of his organization, drumming. 
them out of camp, as it were; and, having 
no other recourse, they are likely to enroll 
as Republicans. 

A remote consequence of the President's 
action ts to make Republican victory in 
November doubly sure;: but it is not so 
easy to forecast the immediate results. One 
fact seems indisputable: the President is 
losing the two strong mén of his Cabinet. 
When he has only Democrats from whom 
to choose it is not easy to replace men of 
the caliber of Lane and Lansing. The ad- 
ministration is now left supported by four 
pillars: PostmasterGeneral Burleson. Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson, Secretary of War 
Baker and Secretary of the Navy Daniels. 
Candidly speaking, they are the weakest 
supports by which an administration has 
been sustained in the last sixty years. The 
President has displayed a most unfortunate 
habit of clinging to the weak or unreliable 
men whom he appoints to office and getting 
rid of the best. No one will expect any 
constructive statesmanship to develop in 
the Cabinet during the next twelve months. 
The Wilson administration will “pull 
through” until a new President qualifies: 
but it will be tolerated rather than sup 
ported by the country. 

As far as the fate of the peace treaty is 
concerned, the resignation of Secretary 
Lansing is looked upon by many ag a help 
Pather than a hindrance to ratification. If 
President Wilson had rebuked Secretary 
Lansing because he was not wholehearted 
in his support of the League of Nations the 
sympathy of the country would be with the 
President. For Mr. Lansing has never 
been more than lukewarm in his support 
of a League of Nations. Some of the 
friends of the treaty have felt that the Sec- 
retary of State withheld his influence at 
@ time when, by using it to the utmsot, 
ratification with but minor interpretative 
reservations might have been effected. 

Secretary Lansing never opposed ratifi- 
cation; but he never exerted himself to win 
Senate votes for the League. There have 
been indications of late that the President’ 
was modifying his arrogant demand for 
“ratification of the treaty as written or 
nothing,” and that the retirement of Lan- 
sing will make it easier for the President 
to abandon his position ss a bitter-ender 
and join forces with the real friends of a 
league to enforce peace. Undersecretary 
of State Polk is reported to be much more 
enthusiastic in his support of the League 
of Nations than Mr. Lansing 

If Lansing’s retirement will weaken the 


Opposition to the League of Natiens the 


country will not regret his disappearance 


‘from public life. The President has it with- 
_in his power to secure a compromise ratifi- 


cation at any time; and advices from Wash- 
ington are to the effect that a majority of 
the Democrats in the Senate will vote with 
the Republicans for ratification with res- 
ervations, regardless of the attitude of Mr. 
Willson. 

William Jennings Bryan will probably 
benefit more than any other Democrat in 
the public eye by the break between the 
President and the strong men in his Cabt- 
net. Mr. Wilson has suffered an irrepara- 
ble loss in political prestige through his 


‘Cabinet disagreements. Despite the num- 


ber of Federal appointments that he con- 
trole, his influence within thé ranks of his 
party during the coming campaign will not 
be greater than that of Taft in the Repub- 
lican ranks eight years ago. Bryan has an 
uncanny faculty for securing the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President in a year 
when Democratic success is as unlikely as 
establishéne wireless communication with 
Mars. It would be just Pryan’s luck to win 
the Democratic nomination and have* Hoo- 
ver for hig opponent on the Republican 
ticket. Then we should have the 1904 cam- 
paign over again. * 

Secretary JTansine’s displacement will 
serve to strengthen the influence of Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson; and The Times re- 
gret« that it is an influence with distinctly 
radical tendencies. During the President's 
fiiness the Secretary of Labor made the 
fight of the union coal miners in the Cabi- 
net. He wag bitterly opposed to the ap- 
plication for an fnjunction made hy Atty.- 
Gen, Palmer and made informal threats of 
resigning when it was issued. This Wilson 
was a Walking delegate of the Miners’ Union 
of Pennsylvania before he was anpointed 
to the Cabinet. Secretary Lane and Secre. 
tary Lansing supported the Attorney-Gen- 
eral during the coal strike controversy, and 
it was largely due to their influence chat 
the strike was broken by the government 
béfore its vicious purpose was attained. 

Possibly the greatest single outcome of 
the retirement of Secretary Lansing «il! 
be its effect on the Mexican situation. It 
will be recalled that Lansing referred to 
the administration policy towards Mexico 
as “supine” when testifying before a Sen- 
ate committee three months azo. While 
the President was so fll that he cou!d not 
even be informed of the development of 
internationa] problema Mr. Lansing, with 
the advice and approval of Mr. Lane, devel- 
oped what began to appear like a real 
American policy in relation to Mexico. 
Working in full accord with Congress a 
point had been reached when diplomatic 
relations between the two countries were 
about to be broken off. But the President 
Was advised of it; and he repudiated all 
that had been done and resumed his pid- 
dling policy of watchful waiting. 

Lansing favored a more courageous for- 
eign policy than either Wilson or Bryan. 
He believed that the dignity and integrity 
of his country should be preserved at any 
sacrifice. For it must be remembered that 
Lansing, although a Democrat, had served 
in the State Department under some great 
and courageous Republican secretaries and 
had imbibed the atmosphere of American- 
lam which pervaded that department betore 
Wileon and Pryan came. There i« dowubt- 
less rejoicing in Mexico and among the 
bandit chiefs along the border over the 
news that Lansing is no longer at the head 
of the State Department. 

If President Wilson were possessed of a 
mentality that would permit him to lean 
upon a strong man tn his Cabinet in the 
exercise of purely administrative functions 
Mr, Lansing would have been of great as

E WHITE MAN'S BURDEN. 

It is a pity that this phrase, popular- 
ized by Rudyard Kipling twenty years ago 
and used to enunciate a great truth, sould 
be in danger of deterioration throurh ri. 
bald jest and unworthy sneer. In his re- 
cent book, “The New Map of Asta,” a writ- 
er who knows the Near East well and who 
lived in Constantinople for several years 
under missionary auspices, he waa profes- 


bons—never uses the phrase but to sneer 
at it. For instance, Chapter [V, in describ- 
ing Rajah Brooke's civilizing labors in Bor 
neo, which have been a financial as well as 
a humanitarian success, ends with the 
sneer, “How we do groan the white 
man’s burden!” 

Along with this cheap jibe goes a sig- 
nificant underrating of the terrors and dan- 


calamities for the civilized world. In the 
closing chapter of his otherwise timely and 
useful treaties he makes the “present rul- 
ers” of Asiatic countries under a European 
or American flag justify their occupation: 
“If we withdrew anarchy would follow.” 
To which the “subject face” replies, evi- 
dently with his sympathy: “What nation 
has evolved to self-government except by 
passing through anarchy, civil wars and 
revolutions, during which property was de- 
stroyed and lives were lost?” This is no 
way in which to refer to the horrors of 
anarchy, which ts in the line of degrada- 
tion, not of evolution. The remarkable fal- 
lacy current today that evolution upward 
is a certain progress, if we only leave the 
peoples of the warid alone to work ont 
their own destiny, gives us the spurious 
internationalism which is at present ruin- 
ing some empires permanently by destroy- 
ing the elements of good that réquire aida 
from the outside: the aid that is a recog- 
nition of the white man’s burden. 

The phrase was used by Rudyard Kipling 
at the time we intervened in Cuba. Pos- 
sibly he had in mind such remarkable work 
of a civilizing and constructive kind as 
that of Rajah Brooke in Borneo and of Stam 
Stamford Raffles in Java. Appointed its 
Lieutenant-Governor in 1811, when it be 
came a British dependency, he adminis 
tered its affairs for five years with euch 
wisdom that, when it was reported to Hol- 
land, it entered upon a period of prosper 
ity unknown before, and this very year 
The Netherlands government intends to 
follow up the good work by inaugurating 
there a democratic form of colonial admin- 
istration. In Sumatra Raffles emancipated 
the slaves and established at Singapore, of 
which he was founder, educational reforms 
of which American students are taking ad- 


ling’s mind when he began his apostrophe 
to the republic, which gave him a wife, with 
the words, “Take up the white man’s bur- 
den, send forth the best ye breed.” 

The line of argument in the poem is 
something like this: A great national duty 
has to be fulfilled, nobly, ungrudgingly, if at 
all. The call being a high moral one, only 
the best sons and daughters of America 
should be sent to the front. It will mean 
exile and severe duties for them in the edu- 
cation of their new charges: and this will 
require patience and forbearance and a 
humble spirit. They will need to show that 
what they are doing is done not for selfish 
gain, but for higher ends. They will have 
to supply food to the needy and to cure 
for the sick and dying, bringing all the ap 
pliances of modern science to remove the 
causes of sickness; and often have to look 
‘on and see how careless and unappreciative 
are the people whom they benefit, so that 
their efforts come to naught. Their mie- 
sion will not be one of haughty rule, but of 
humble service; and it will not by any 
means evoke gratitude. The recipients of 
their bounty and service will only too often 
be ungrateful] and even resentful. The de- 
sire for gratitude and appreciation must be 
laid aside; 
stimulus. The higher life is a burden and 
not freedom: for freedom Is too often mere- 
ly a cloak for impatience and querulous- 
ness; conduct will be tested by complete 
devotion to the law of God. The easily- 
pleased child may look for the winning of 
a prize and the clapping of a sympathetic 
audience; but the life of the grown person 
is up against sterner conditions and less

And 
now, some forty years too late, we have 
been undertaking the same task in Hayti, 
where under a negro republic, with “black 
ruling white,” the horrid old African rites, 
including human sacrifices, had been resus- 
citated, and the island had become a place 
where the devil was worshiped. Exports 
decreased; public institutions languished: 
former improvements—bridges, roads, har.- 
bors—-tumbled into decay; the cities be- 
came cesspools. Happily in the last few 
years, when we have assumed the burden, 
the cities have been cleaned, the roads and 
bridges have been repaired, the amenities 
of life have been restored. Hayti is ceas- 
ing to be an open sofe in the civilization of 
the West. 

The writer from whom we have already 
quoted thinks that it will be necessary in 
the same way to Intervene in Mexico: “And 
thus doubtless we shall sooner or later be 
compelled to ignore ancient formulas and 
to interfege in Mexico to restore order and 
respect for international obligations. The 
task of control of the country will be enor- 
mous. .. But in the end Mexico will 
be in the condition of Cuba, peaceful, pros- 
perous and self-governing.” Perhaps the 
writer speaks the honest truth.
